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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a nonaqueous 
electrolyte secondary battery having a large electric 
capacity, which can be used over a wide voltage range, by 
using plural compound oxide, which contains 3d transition 
metals and lithium and which have a different electrode 
characteristic from each other, as the active material. 
SOLUTION: As the active material for nonaqueous 
electrolyte secondary battery, at least two compound 
oxide, which contains 3d transition metals and lithium and 
which have a different electrode characteristic from each 
other, are used. As the 3d transition metals, at least one 
kind is selected among a group of Ni, Co, Mn, Fe and Ti. As 
the compound oxide, at least one of low- temperature 
LiMn204 and rhombic system LiMn02 and at least one 
kind selected among a group of high-temperature type 
LiMn204, LiCo02 are desirable. For example, use over a 
wide voltage range is enabled by mixing the compound 
oxide having an operating voltage different from each 
other. Furthermore, the operating voltage can be raised. 
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
